The Prime Minister, M. Edouard Daladier, had order- 
ed an investigation of the bombing at Perpignan, and has 
told French military and air force authorities to take all 
measures necessary to safeguard French lives and 
property. 

He has ordered the despatch of additional anti- 
aircraft batteries, and has asked the Navy to despatch 
several warships, at present in Spanish waters, to Port ‘ 
Vendres, in order to support the land batteries. 

It is indicated that if first reports of the incident are 
correct, the French Government will forward a strong 
protest to Rome.— United Press. 


GERMAN AND ITALIAN PLANES BLAMED 
Perpignan, May 27. 
French officials at Cerbere have telegraphed the 
Prime Minister, M. Edouard Daladier, demanding 


increased protection against raids “condueted by German © 


and Italian aeroplanes.” 

The protest has been made as the result of a severe 
Insurgent bombing of the town, which is 12 miles from 
the Spanish frontier. Bombs were dropped on the town 
yesterday during the height of a fiesta, which 400 
dancers were-celebrating in the Market Square. 

As a result of the raid, the majority of the residents 
of the French town were forced to spend the night in 
railway tunnels. 

There seems little doubt but that the bombs were 
dropped by two Spanish Insurgent seaplanes.—U nited 
Press.

AS LOVER RECEIVES 
PRISON SENTENCE 


is London, May 27. 

Mrs. Georgina .Casserley collapsed in Court to-day 
when her lover and father of her unborn child; Edward 
Chaplin, thirty-five-year-old builders’ foreman, was 
sentenced to twelve years’ penal servitude for the 
manslaughter of her husband, Percy Arthur Casserley, 
58-year-old retired manager of a London firm of 
distillers. : : \ 

The trial, which became known as the Villa Murder 
Case, excited great interest, and crowds flocked to Old 
Bailey during the four days it occupied the Court’s 
attention. 

Chaplin was accused of murdering Casserley at his 
villa in Lindisfarne Road, Wimbledon, on March 23. 


In court yesterday he relnted how, 
when he informed Casserley that he 
was the father of. Mrs, Casserley's 
unborn child, the husband attacked 
him with a revolver, which exploded 
during the ensuing struggle, 

‘Three women and nine men com- 
prised the jury, which was absent 80 
minute: before reaching a decision. 

Chaplin was found not guilty of 
niurder, but guilty of manslaughter. 

In sentencing Chaplin to 12 ycnrs’ 
servitude, Mr. Justice Goddard snid: 
“The Jury has taken a merciful view 
of your case, Yoit Killed that man, 
and you_ killed him brutally.” 

Mrs, Casserley, who fainted when 
she heard the verdict, later appeared 
in’ the dock in ao state of collapse. 

She pleaded guilty to a charge of 
being an acce: after the fact by 
“harbouring, recelving,. and assisting 
Chaplin with intent to clude the 
pursuit of justice.” a . 

Mrs, Casscriey was sentenced to 
eleven days’ imprisonment, which 
means that she will be immediately 
discharged.—Reuter Speciat.

Ingredients: 4 cag whites, Boz. 
costor sugar, few drops _ colouring 
and flavouring as required, sweet- 
‘ened whipped cream, fruits, nuts, 
fcecream or sauccs us desired. 

Method: Whisk the egg whites 
to a very stiff froth, very gradually 
add two-thirds of the sugar, and 
continue whisking till mixture holds 
its shape, add flavouring and colour- 
ing os required, then fold in the 
remaining sugar. Shape with a 
desserispoon or force meringue 
through a bag and tube to oiled, 
thick greasecproof paper on a baking 
tray or board. Bake very slowly for 
60 to 60 minutes till firmly cooked 
and the meringue reudily Icaves the 
paper. The meringuc may be served 
plain or Joined with sweetencd 
flavoured whipped cream just before 
serving, 

Meringues Glaccs.—Bake mcrin- 
gucs os previously on a wet board 
covered with greoseproof paper and 
when cooked crush the centre or 
remove the soft centre with a spoon, 
Jeaving meringue in oven to 
thoroughly dry. When cold fill one 
with Ice cream, cover with n second 
meringue and serve with fresh 
crushed strawberries or chocolate or 
other suitable sauce. 


Not Meringues—Add = bianched 
chopped almonds, Brazil nuts, pea- 
nuts or assorted nuts to meringue 
mixture before shaping and baking 
as previously described.

Approach of the season of tro- 
picat storms In .the Caribbean, 
which normally starts in May, 
finds the United States well pre- 

‘pared for the most dramatic epl- 

sodes of the annual weather. 

Like G-Men secking clucs sand 
reports on a natlonwide detective 
job, the experts at the United 

States Weather Byreau are ready 

for the seasonal “aleuthing” of the 

hurricanes which sneak from the 
equatorial “Doldroms,” and follow 
the Antillean chain into the Guif of 

Mexico or rear northward along 

the Atlantic scaboard with occa- 

slonal terrific loss of Ilfe and pro- 
perty. 

The mystery ond terror of these 
tropical cycloncs have been greatly 
reduced as scientific reporting of 
thelr origins, progress, and inten- 
sities has enabled timely precautions 
against thelr Jashing force. Ships 
and airplanes now usually have 
ample opportunity to avoid the hur- 
ricane paths, while landsmen along 
the Gulf, Carribean and United 
States Atlantic Coast get ample 
warning of impending riskr 

The steady gnins made by science 
in the vast Caribbean ‘detective 
fame" are recounted by Ivan Ray 
Tannehill, chicf of the marine 
division, United States Werther 
Bureau, in “Hurricanes: Their Na- 
ture and History,” published by the 
Princeton University Press. 

This is the most complete summary 
of historical and scientific Informa- 
tlon concerning hurricanes yet writ- 
ten for 4he general reader, and was 
derived from 20 years experence tn 
hurricane forecasting plus the data 
on the subject contained In the 50,- 
000 volumes ut the United States 
Weather Bureau [ibrary 

The bovk deals generally with 
tropleal cyclones, typhoons and hur- 
ricanes (which In Australla are call- 
ed willy-wiliies, and in the Philip- 
pines, baguios), but {Is particularly 
concerned with the hurricanes of the 
West Indices and the southern coasts 
of the United States, 

SEASON STARTS IN MAY 

Frequency charts showed that the 
West Indian tropical cyclones usually 
begin in May, when their intensity Is 
low, and become progressivaly more 
numerous until a peak is reached in 
September, then decline to very In- 
frequent occurrence In December, 

The book tn the following table 
gives the number of storms in cach 
month, 1887 to 1936, inclusive, and 
also the number of those known to 
have had hurricane intensity.

During August 72. per cent of tro- 
pical cyclones were of hurricane 
intensity; in September 59 per cent; 
and jn October 39 per cent, 


Tannehill's account of hurricane 
forecasting indleates that weather 
reporting has improved step by step 
with the available communications 
facilities, and that the next grent ad- 
vanee may be made on basis on 
balloon soundings of the upper at- 
mosphere. : 


The development of rndio-ship to~ 
shore contact vastly enlarged the 
network of communications in the 
hurricane arenas. The first radio 
weather observation recelved by the 
United States Weather Bureau from 
a ship at sean was on December 3, 
1905, from the steamer New York, 
and the first hurricane report by 
wireless from ship came from the 
steamer Cartngo off the const of 
Yucatan on August 26, 1909, 


“A System of twice-daily observa- 
tlons {ron ships, with provision for 
special observations at intervening 
hours, was soon developed and 
proved a great assistance in charting 
storms at sea," Tannchill — said. 
“Thus, wireless did for ocean wen- 
ther reporting what © telegraph 
had alrendy done for the continental 
weather service.” 


During the last five yenrs special 
attention has been given to the pro- 
blem of obtaining weather observa. 
tions in the upper levels of the 
hurricane, employing small balloons 
carrying a small metcorograph, 


“Observers at straotegic points in 
the South Atlantlc and Gulf States 
are notified to release balloons when 
a hurricane approaches, The mecteo- 
rograph makes an automatic record 
of atmospher!c conditions as the 
balloon riscs, The balloon constantly 
expands as It reaches higher levels 
until] it bursts, dropping the mctcoro- 
graph which ts cquipped with a 
small parachute, A reward Is offer- 
ed the finer for returning {ft for a 
study of the record. 


“While this method may yleld im- 
portant information os to the struc- 
ture of the hurricane the record is not 
available In time to be used for fore- 
casting. Efforts are now belng con- 
centrated on the development of the 
radio metevrograph which will send 
signals as the balloon rises. The 
signals are emitted on high frequency 
to indicate the pressure, temperature 
and humidity at. various levels.”

SCQITOWAWAY found In the 
‘ hold, sir,” shouted a seaman 

to Captain Mantzovinos, master 

of the Greck steamer Andreas as 
sho neared Dover, 

Captain MantzoyInos wos not 
pleased. He had a crew of thirty- 
two and there js neither food nor 
necommodation aboard his 6,566-ton 
ship for stowawaya during the 
thirty-day trip from Antwerp to 
Montevideo with a cargo of cement. 

Up they brought the stowaway, a 
shnbby Lithuanion. Ho had hidden 
in the hold just before the Ardreas 
icft_ Antwerp, 

“Better search the ship,” decided 
Captain Mantzovinos, 

A few minutes later up came stow- 
away No, 2—a shabby Frenchman. 
He had crept aboard the ship at 
Antwerp. He had never seen stow- 
away No, 1 before, 

Then up camc stowaway No. 3—a 
shabby Russlan, He was a stranger 
to the Frenchman and the 
Lithuanian, 

Captain Mantzovinosa sent a radio 
message to Dover, telling of his trou- 
bles. The search went on. 

Up from the holds they brought 
stowaway No. S—nnother shabby 
Lithuantan. No friend of his coun- 
tryman,. 

THEN A CHILIAN 

Stowaway No. 6 was a Chiltan, 
Stowaway No. 7 said, “I'm a Greek.” 

And stowaway No. 8 was a Por- 
tuguese. And not one of them knew 
that any of the others was aboard. 

Captain Mantzovinos wae very 
worrled by now. He can speak 

Enclish—bdut there was no man 

on board who could speak to the 

Lithuanians, to the Russian, the 

Frenchman, tho Itallan, the Chillan 

and the Portuguese. 

The Lithuanians could talk to one 
another—but most of the others 
could speak only by signs. 

Dover Harbour officials sent 1 mo- 
torbont out to the Andreas and back 
to the Immigration OMccs came 
Captain Mantzovinos with his elght 
stowaways. 

He appealed to the authorities: “J 
have a thirty-day voyage. Picase 
take them off my hands.” 

Three hours later the decision was 
given. England would not accept 
the Frenchman, the Italian, the 
Greek, the Lithuanians, the Russian, 
the Chillan, the Portuguese—or any 
one of them. 

Captain Mantzovinos went back 


with his unwanted clght to the An-~ 
dreas, and began his thirty-day trip 
to Montevideo.

His Signature

President Roosevelt, In the course 
of a speech here to-day, intimated 
he would permit the U.3.$5,000,000,- 
000 Tax Revision Bill to become Jaw 
without his signature in order to call 
attention to “unwise parts” In the 
Bill. as 


The President explained that if he 
vetoed the Bill his action would pro- 
vent many desirable features in it 
from becoming law, 


The measure, which becomes law 
in this fashion, contains only 
remnants of the Undistributed Pro- 
fits Tax which President Roosevelt 
recommended to Congress... Never- 
theless, the Bill os It stands com- 
pletely overhauls the former capital 
gains in taxes—atso attacked by 
business—by substituting flat rates 
of taxation for a graduated scale.— 
Reuter, 

Later, 


President Roosevelt declared that 
the Bill in many respects was good, 
but it actually abandoned the prin- 
clpie of progressive taxation at a 
point where It was most important 
in American economic life. 

Noting that the Bill retains the 
principle of an Undistributed Profits 
Tox, President Roosevelt sald the 
penalty for withholding dividends 
from stockholders was 80 small—only 
2% per cent. at the most—that it 
was doubtful whether it would 
wholly climinate old tax avoidance 
practices. 

Referring to the adoption of flat 
rute taxatlon on crpital gains, Pre- 
sident Roosevelt declared that it did 
not retain the principle of payment 
proportlonntely to the abllity to pay. 

“I doubt whether this will en- 
courage capital jn new enterprises,” 
the President declared. “It will, 
instead, help those making large pre- 
fits by buying and selling existing 
stocks." 

President Roosevelt hoped Congress 
would undertake a more broad pro- 
gramme with a view to improving 
the whole of the Federnl tax system. 
—Reuter.

CHINA'S FOE 
AROUSED 


There is not much ctoubt now 
about the predominance of the 
naval and military influence in 
Japan. The renovated Cabinet 
has the appearance of a sort of 
high staff organisation rather 
than a political body. It is 
scarcely a matter calling for 
criticism, however; for the deci- 
sion has a quality of logic which 
is characteristic of the Japanese 
efficiency and is a natural enough 
one in the cireumstances. Japan 
has seen what she was pleased 
to call an “incident” develop 
into the most desperate of 
adventures. Never before has 
the nation been taxed as now; 
taxed physically, not monetarily, 
although in the latter sphere the 
people are hard-pressed as well. 
This incident, then, has turned 
out to be a war of huge propor- 
tions, China, a very different 
nation from that which bowed to 
the Japanese will in 1932, has 
fought with a high courage and 
is still fighting with ferocity and 
unshaken confidence despite the 
great inroads made upon her 
territory by the army of the 
invader, And Japan has been 
forced to reorganise in such a 
way that the whole weight of 
her very considerable fighting 
forces can be hurled at the stub- 
born Chinese defenders. It 
almost seems cause for the con- 
gratulation of China that Japan 
should have been forced to take 
these drastic measures at home. 


The question of the moment, 
however, is whether this 
recognition by Japan of the 
gravity of her position in China 
is not somewhat belated. On 
the face of it she appears to 
have done well-and with her 
enormously superior mechanical 
equipment and. gun-power, com- 
bined “with an unchallengable 
fleet's effective . support, has 
beaten the Chinese armies back 
from the coast everywhere but 
in the gouth. Her troops have 
penetrated deep into the interior. 
The achievements of the 
invading forces should satisfy 
the most exacting public. But 
in spite of the victories, Japan 
realises that the end is not yet 
in sight. Probably, too, she 
recognises the necessity for 
pouring reinforcements into 
China to retain the gains in 
Shantung, and to hold the 
hundreds of miles of railrond 
which, returning to Chinese 
hands, would largely undo, all 
that such generals as Doihara 
and Terauchi have accomplished.

horns like that of a deer, they 
ure termed h’au-faig; if they 
are without horns, they are 
referred to as ch’i-hag; and if 
they have not yet ascended into 
heaven they are designated as 
proon-lung.”” All of these crea- 
tures resemble one another in 
appearance; with of course, the 
exceptions noted above, and 
their general description as de- 
tailed by Chinese authors seems 
to partake more of a pot-powrt 
of various animal characteristics 
suggestive of the visions of an 
ancient Hebrew prophet than 
that of the statements of an 
impartial scholar, Imagine 4 
creature which is soberly stated 
to have the “head of a camel, 
the eyes of a rabbit, the ears of 
a cow, the neck of a snake, the 
belly of a frog, the claws of w 
hawk, and the palm of a tiger” 
and you have a composite de- 
inedtion of the appearance of a 
Chinese dragon. : 


Prominent Word In 
Every Day Phrases 


It is interesting to mention 
the hold that the word lung or 
“dragon” hag upon the nrasses 
of the Chinese people. In fact, 
it occupies an exceptionally pro- 
minent part in the vernacular 
phraseology ° of all sections of 
the country. That this is es- 
pecially significant may be 
instanced from a number of 
examples taken at random from 
Cantonese: 


“Deaf people are known as 
lung-yan, from the character 
lung, itself a fortuitous ideo- 
graphic combination formed 
from the liaison of two separate 
components-—one, signifying 
“dragon” and the other, “ear” 
—expressing, of course, the idea 
of a person with earg like: a 
dragon (which is incidentally 
popularly believed to be deaf).” 


Further examples may be 
enumerated from the vocabulary 
of plants and flowers. One of 
these is the herb called 
lung-lei-yip or “(the plant which 
has) leaves like a  dragon’s

The = morning 
glory or convelvulus is another 
good example. It is often re- 
ferred to by the Chinese gar- 
dener as | nyechaau-leam-lung 
meaning the “five clawed golden 
dragon.”

Another botanical term may 
be mentiened as a final example, 
and this .s the name quite often 
applied to the French or kidney 
bean, namely, lung-nga-tau 
which translated freely signifies 
“the bean (which is shaped) 
like a dragon's tooth.” 


Ruler Of All The 
Scaly Creatures 


The dragon is, according to 
the old Chinese notions of na- 
tural history, the ruler of all 
scaly creatures, just ag Man is 
chief of all naked animals. The 
monarch of all the dragon tribe 
is, however, the shtz-lung-worg 
or “water dragon king”, which 
corresponds in many ways to the 
Neptune of western mythology, 
and is worshipped and feared by 
fishermen. This regal species ia 
said to differ from the other five, 
which are familiar to us 
through their representation in 
Chinese and Japanese art, in- 
asmuch as its members possess 
the bodies of men andthe hends 
of dragons. They are creatures 
which delight to lurk in the 
depths of great rivers and seas 
and like the fabled monster of 
Loch Ness sometimes make 
their wppearance to the amaze- 
ment of the credulous  {n- 
habitants of the Chinese 
littoral. 


_ The Chinese rustics are prac- 
tically unanimous in the affirma- 
tion that almost every cove 
along the coast is the abode of 
one or other of these fabled 
creatures, and that the pros- 
perity of the hinterland i{s 
dependant to a greater or lesser 
extent upon the respect paid to 
the venerated saurian at fixed 
intervals. One of these periods, 
and one, toa, which is widely 
observed is that known i[n_ the 
Cantonese vernacular as Shui- 
lung-wong-taan or “Birthday of 
the Dragon King.” This 
occurs on the 28th day of 
the fourth moon, and is 
accordingly a festival of no 
little interest. This _ birth- 
day fete of the ruler of genus 
draco fell on yesterday, and was 
celebrated by the rural folk 
throughout - the province with 
the customary display of pious 
fervour that is so characteristic

The ritual observed in the 
worship of the “dragon King” is 
similar to that employed on 
other occasions, although there 
are differences in some of the 
minor details, For _instance,

of the onlooker, one of which is 
the use of paper yi-chi or “fae- 
simile of garments for the use 
‘of the dragon king,” which are 
offorings. Another 
is the curious, but extremely 
Jogical custom of offering ducks 
instead of the customary fowls 
ng at other sacrifices to the gods, 
the Chinese explanation being 
fn extremely practical one that 
inasmuch ag the ‘dragon king” 
dwells in the watery depths, 
the feathered offerings should 
be aquatic birds. Othor offer- 
ings include prawna, lotus roots, 
and of course, the ubiquitous 
dishes of roast pork, without 
which no Chinese sacrifice js 
deemed complete,

Forty-four bewildered sailors,

For each beat were ¢ight oars 
und a Jong steering oar, a spirlt 
compass, a rudder and tiller, a boat 
hook, a sea anchor, a dozen self- 
(pniting red fares, ropes necessary 
for sail rigging, a box of matches In 
a watertight tin and a hatchet. 


The total food supply, includ- 
Ing the Iifeboat’s regular stores, 
was nine gallons of water, six 
tins of biscuits and 130 tins of 
condensed milk. 


Each boat had 2,000 cigarettes, and 
about ten pounds of tobacco. The 
total of safety matches was wbout a 
dozen boxes for cach boat 
In the chtef officer's boat were 24 
men. : 

In the morning Smith ordered the 
biscuits and half the condensed milk 
stored tn the bow. The water and 
the rest of the mil were plnced under 
hifa cye in the’ stern. 


. HUNGER, THIRST 


The next move was to haul .jn the 
sen anchor, step the mast and hoist 
sail, As the sall filled, the boat 
settled down to a stendy five knots.

The Daladier Government has 
been studying the question closcly, 
und It Is understood that-a decree is 
in course of preparation which 
would increase substantlally the sen- 
tences for varlous forms of espion- 
age. Some would entail the death. 
penalty. 


It is recognised that in Germany, 
where both men dnd women spics 
are behcuded, esplonage has been 
practleally stamped out. It is felt 
that, In the interests of national de- 
fence, more rigorous methods should 
be adopted to protect France from 
the ogents of foreign Powers. 


Since 1935 all spy cases have been 
judged by military tribunals, where 
the maximum penalty is 20 years’ 
imprisonment, 


In 1932 seven cases of esplonage 
were judged in France, Involving the 
conviction of 13 Individuals. Two 
years later the number had risen to 
70. Of the 85 people convicted 78 
were forcigners. 


Figures are not available for more 
recent years, but there is no doubt 
that the total Is very much larger. 
One estimate gives n tenfold increase. 

The military court at Besancon, in 
Enst France, to-day condemned three 
men to prison for esplonage.

Eggs Are_ 
Charged With 
Vitamin D.. 


Ames, Ia. 
Eggs containing as much vitamin 
D nos three tenspoonsful of cod 
liver oif are being produced nt 
Towa State College through experi- 
ments by Dr. H. B, Thomas, animal 
chemistry research professor. 


As a result of the tests, Thomas 
announced that it was not only 
possible to. produce the vitamin in 
eggs by feeding hens irradinted 
genst, but that the expense involved 
would be only nbout 25 cents per hen 
per year. 

Thomas said that the most Htrong~ 
ly fortificd vitamin D mille contains 
400 units per qunrt, the same oi! ount 
in eggs produced by hens which are 
fed 6,600 units of Irridinted yenst. 

Added cg¢ production by hens 
fed irrndinted yeast probably would 
take care af the added cost, Thomas 
sald, In addition, “charged” eges 
would sell at a premium. 

Thomas started his experiments at 
the request of children’s physicians 
secking n normally prescribed food, 
such as the eg¢, that was “charged” 
with the health giving vitamin. 

“All of-the work on the subject is 
not completed yet," Thomas said, 
“ag there are a fow technical points 
to clear up. However, results of the 
experiment to ante show that the 
hens will produce the vitamin in eggs 
In proportion to the proportion of it 
fed. and that the concentration per 
egg is uniform.” . 

Thomas was aided In the lnb- 
oratory work by Witam Craven, 
now at the University of Wisconsin. 

Experiments were started two 
years ngo and have procecded slow- 
ly despite commercial interest, duc 
to the fact that more than 100 rats 
are required to mensure vitamin 
concentration in cach ene. 

Rats are given a bad case of 
rickets, Then unit concentration 
of vitamin D 3s determined by the 
amount of food that is required to 
produce cnicification or rebuilding of 
the bone within 10 days.

How He. Made 
His 258 


For the third time Don Bradman 
has gone to Worcester, seen the coun. 
ty_ bowling, and conquered, 

‘In. recent.ycars the fixture-makers 
have decreed that the Australfans 
should open their tour on the pic- 
turesque -Worceester ground, and this 
is. the way Bradman . has jumped 
clean’ - into .form:—1030, 296; 1934, 
206; 1038, 258. 

_Even the responsibilitles of cap- 
taincy rest lightly on the wonder 
batsman's shoulders. Many “men 
would have been tired after ten days 
of = specch-making ‘in London, but 
Bradman 1s a Inw unto himsclf. 

‘He .was:cheered-all the way to the 
crease,, and the excited crowd. pre- 
Pared to sce the sparks fly. Before 
lunch they were keenly disappointed. 
At times Bradman Jooked like a 
novice, He was grently troubled with 
Crisp’s well-controlled awingera, and 
was, indeed, fortunale not to touch 
more than one bali that was grasped 
by the wicket-keeper. But If he 
made mistakes, Bradman’s twinkling 
fect were as quick os .cye, saved him 
from disaster, 

In one and three-quarter hour be-~ 
fore lunch he made only 37, but he 
was a different man after the inter- 
val. Then the crowd saw the Brad- 
man who for cight years has thrilled 
the cricket cnthusinsts of Australia 
and England with his daring hit- 
tung. 

As soon as he adopted an ngegres- 
sive spirit he took runs when he 
liked, and the {nster he scored the 
less likely, seemed the bowlers to 
beat him. Truc to his reputation, he 
never lifted the ball. His most pro- 
fitnble strokes were the off-drive and 
pull, but, for sheer dellency, the late 
cut was best. 

Actually Bradman reached 100 
in two and three-quarter  bours 
nnd 200 $n four hours, and, 
when caught at slip, he had batted 
four hours and fifty minutes for his 
258, made out of 419. He bit thirty- 
three 4s, eleven 3s, and a single wags 
turned into 5 by an overthrow.

£10,000 Dodgems. And little men 
with coconut shies, Aunt Sallics, 
hoop-ia stalls, and rific-ranges.

These are the men who sell you 
cheesemite microscopes, elastic 
collar - studs, detachable heels, 
waterproor = tics, unbreakable 
fountain-pen nibs, Birmingham 
Buddhas, lucky charms, and prac- 
tienl jokes.
